CHICAGO, June 9.— Delegates to the republican national convention 
assembled at the coliseum today for the second session, with their views 
as to who shall lead the party at the polls next November, still a mystery 
even to themselves. 
Working with unprecedent freedom from centralized 
leadership, or boss control .the delegates promptly submitted a program 
designed to make permanent the temporary organization. 
General Wood’s lieutenants drew much comfort out of the develop­ 
ment yesterday, by placing Senator Watson of Indiana at the head of 
the platform’s building 
machinery and making 
Edward Duffield of New 
Jersey the chairman of 
the credentials committee. 
Little business confronted the delegates when they assembled for 
the day. 
Matters in order were reports of the resolutions committee and 
shaping up a platform for ratification and that of the credentials com­ 
mittee, on the permanent roll of the convention. 
Deliberation of the resolution sub-committee as to the treaty plank 
were watched with particular interest. 
There has been an undercurrent 
of feeling that if it did not satisfy the Johnson-Borah demand of the 
League of Nations covenant, in its entirety, the fwo senators might carry 
the fight to the floor of the convention iself.

The government report on the condition of cotton that was 
issued a few days since shows the poorest average for grow­ 
ing cotton in fifty years. 
The average for the entire cotton 
growing section of the country is only 62.4. 
The figures 
range from 55 in Georgia to 80 in Arizona. 
The average 
for Oklahoma is given at 70, which is slightly above the 
average for the country. 
These figures constitute a powerful appeal to the people 
of the cotton belt. 
It now becomes doubly imperative for 
all people interested in cotton growing to do everything 
possible to give the crop the best cultivation. 
A serious 
shortage cannot be prevented even if the cotton that is left 
in the fields should be well cultivated and yield a bounteous 
harvest. 
But an encouraging feature of a situation otherv/i 
very dark is the assurance that what cotton is produced this 
year is certain to command a fancy price. 
The farmer who 
makes his way along the muddy cotton-row these humid days 
of June, cutting the grass and weeds away from the cotton, 
will have his reward in a splendid price for his product when 
the days of autumn come.

‘'W henever a man who refused to 
perform his duty by

o f Hon. Hayden Linebaugh of Mus­ 
kogee in the speech he delivered at 
the annual smoker 
of the 
Ada 
Cham ber of Commerce held in the 
district court room last night. The 
statem ent 
won 
emphatic 
applause 
from the audience. 
Mr. Linebaugh spoke for forty­ 
five minutes on the present crisis 
and the possible remedy for existing 
ill. He stressed the necessity for 
work, economy and service, and de­ 
clared that the heart of the world 
must be healed, if at all IU' the 
principles of the Christian religion. 
He characterized the present con­ 
ditions as abnormal, mentioning as 
cause for reassurance that abnormal 
condition are never permanent. But 
the present inflation of prices will 
either cease gradually or with a sud­ 
den crash. 
It is the duty of the public to 
strive for a gradual adjustm ent of 
economic conditions and 
avoid 
if 
possible a disastrous panic. Every 
citizen should work 
honestly and 
give a full day’s work for a full 
day’s 
pay. There is work enough 
for everybody. Both the man who 
works with his hands and the man 
who works with his brain is needed. 
The man who seeks to array one 
class against another is the friend of 
neither class but an enemy of both. 
There is danger of the public forget­ 
ting the lessons of thrift learned 
so thoroughly during the war. 
The future will be saved by ser­ 
vice. Altho the signs of the times 
are po rten to u s all will be well if 
everyone is willing to serve. Serve 
your 
God. 
your 
family, 
yourself, 
and your country. The highest ser­ 
vice ever performed by Americans 
was the .service rendered by those 
chosen to wear the country’s uni­ 
form. Inasmuch as they were taken 
from productive labor for two years, 
this richest nation of the earth owes 
it to them to help them in every 
reasonable 
way. 
Congress 
should 
pass the soldier relief bill now' pend­ 
ing in that body. 
Europe is aflame with a fire of 
bolshevism that is destroying free 
government and threatening civiliza­ 
tion. The spirit of unrest is abroad 
in America. 
Bolhevism can 
never 
take permanent root here if we re­ 


main true to our ideal. 
"I know 
that it can never take root in Pon­ 
totoc county as long as Bob Dun­ 
can is sheriff of this county." But 
we must emphasize work. economy 
and service if we would escape the 
dangers menacing the world. 
We will receive powerful assist­ 
ance from the women of America, 
who recently received the privilege 
jof suffrage. Woman knows the right 
Intuitively and stands for the right. 
It is our duty to encourage her to 
participate in 
politics. 
We should 
ask her to register and to cast her 
ballot. She will lend invaluable aid 
in purifying politics and obtaining 
clean government. 
Mr. Linebaugh was warm in his 
praise of Ada and her institutions. 
He paid a high compliment to the 
city and 
praised the ljigh school 
cadet band, which favored the audi­ 
e n c e with splendid music. He also 
irefered to the Evening News as one 
of the best newspapers in Oklahoma, 
declaring that it was a better news 
paper than either one of the Musko­ 
gee papers. He referred to the fact 
that Muskogee recently adopted the 
managerial form of government and 
had found it very helpful.
